But 
as to What really concerns us, we 
are not very folicitous what partial 
men ſay of us, becauſe no prote- 
ſtations in the world can inhibit 
their malice, and therefore in what 
we are accountable to God alone, to 
him alone will we reſerve our ac- 
count, being contented to leave with 
the world theſe arguments of our 
integrity, that though we could have 
laid trains of afſcnration in crder to 
advancement, by avoiding all dif- 
guſting writings, and by bending our 
capacities to ſerve the preſent Ge-

Now Firſt, Appeals in Law are

Fourthly, The Adverſaries againſt 
whom he Appeals, are all Popiſh and 
Fanatical Oppoſers of the Kings Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Supremacy ; ( for ſo the 
interpun&ation of the Semzcolons 
after three Participles, does deter- 
mine his intention , that herein he 
may not ſhuffle) but all along the \ 
Appeal you find no Book reflected 
on bur the Munic:/piam ; So that 
this ſeemed a pretty Artifice, to ex- 
poſe his Adverſary under hated and 
19nominious Characters, tho' he knows 
him as far from thoſe Imputations, 
as any Man in Eng/and. For as he 
knows the Catholick Ballance againſt 
Popery, and the Diſſertation de Preſ« 
byteratu againſt Franticks, 10 have 
been as unanſwered, and perhaps as 
unanſwerable by thoſe Parties, as the

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Papiſts; and as equally the Autho- 
rities owned in the Church of England, 
are tolerated in the whole Proieffion 
of their Fanaticiſms againſt this Su- 
premacy and theſe Aurhorities, even 
by the Supteam Civil Powers them- 
ſelves. 


And conſequently if the DoQor 
has not proved his Authorities pro- 
duced in this Church, to be good 
upon Prior and more Eminent Au- 
thoritics, ſuch as are thoſe of Scrip- 
ture, Common, Reaſon, and the 
Antient Church Catholick, ro which 
the Mavicipium yields and refers it 
ſelf, and ought ſo to do 4 but has 
lelt the Arguments of the Mant- 
cipium with no other anſwer but 
this, that they are contrary to the 
Principles eftabliſh'd , and Notions 
receivd in- this Church, what does 
he elſe but betray his Church to 
contempt, and confeſs that the Ar-

From the Titular Formd of this 
Appeal, proceed we now to the 
inner Part and Body thereof , if 

rhaps he has therein diſcharged 
imſelf from the Convictions of the 
Maunicipium, which challenged him 
of two dangerous Principles ; one 
tor diſowning the Church ro be 
a Society, or to be cndued, with 
any Synodical Authorities rill 1n- 
corporated into the State; * the 
other in aſſerting to all , :

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as ſubſequent Contrafts herein to 
God the Judge of all; p. 136, 155, 
176, nay, we make the Kings Ra- 
tification and Concurrence necetlary 


to give a Civil Force tro Ats Ec- 


clefialtical, p. 166, 175, and Sub- 
je& all Perſons, Ecclefialtical 5s 
well as Temporal, to the Civil 
Sword for obſtinate and evil Doing, 
without any Exemption on the ac- 
count of Prieithnod; pag. 105, 120, 
125. Without any feditious Reſiſtance 
of the Supreme Legiflarive Powers, 
or their Miniſters under Legul Per- 
ſecutions , for that ſuch Powers re 
unaccountable ro any Doimcllick 
Tribunal, and uncontroulabie by the 
Subjed, pag. 5. 1c0 101, 105, &ec, 


And as to our particular Loyal- 
ty to his preſent Majeſty , - befide 
our Honour afligned him -in our 
Preface, we ſuppoſe the Dia- 
logue of Solomon and Abiathar, and 
the Debate on the Fuſtice aud Pirty 
of the Preſent Conſlitution may ligna- 

H 2 lize 
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lize it as much at leaſt, as any of the 
Dottors falſe Services, for which he 
has obtained a good part of his paſt 
aims, and thinks his preſent attrain- 
ments as pledges of greater, while 
we have done our Duty to the King 
without intuition of reward, which 
we know we had once obſtructed 
by our Duty toward God, and 
have now done ſo again in oppoſing 
this DoQor. 


And therefore being not at all 
concerned at his fanguinary Rages, 
we do ſtill renew to him the fin- 
cere Conclufions of our firſt Let- 
ter, and do not defpair, after ſome 
Years Cooling and Meditation, but 
that he will alſo be of our Mind. 


As to what he has alledged out 
of the  Worthics of our Church, 
thers are very few Paſſages thar 
arc contrary to our Sentiments ;z and 
moſt are founded upon FEcclcſia- 
1ical Hiſlory, and therefore we 

ſhall 
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| ſhall prorogue their Examination to 

the ſecond Part, as they ſhall pro» 
rly offer themſelves at their Re- 

pective Inſtances; and then by 

| Goas _—_— , If not the Doctor, 
' yet the diſintereſted part of the 

| World, may receive fatisfation. 


To conclude the whole ; the Sum 
| of our Senſe herein is, That the 
Church alone and by her ſelf, where 
the Chriſtian Prince will not inter- 
poſe, ( as that he may lawfully 
'refuſe) has a Divine Right of Sy- 
nodical Authority in Canons and 
Sentences purely Eccieſiaſtical, and 
this the DoRor 1s forced to grant ; 
but if the King and the Church Con- 
tract for Eſtabliſhing Eccleſiaſtical or 
| Canon-Laws of Civil as well as 
| Spiritual Authority, there the Su- 

premacy, as to Civils, is in the King 
on the Right of his Soveraignty a- 
lone z but what particular Prero- 
gatives ſhall accrue to Kings here. 
i in reſtriction to the Churches 
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Liberties which ſhe had in dif- 
jun&tion from the State, will de- 
pend on the Terms of the ſeveral 
Local Contradts and Coalitions ; and 
therefore may be divers in diverſe 
places, and mutable in all z and 
ought not to be aſſerted of univer- 
fal an4 unchangeable Right on the 
accounc of meer Soveraignty ſim 
ply as ſuch ; and if ſuch Contracts 
and Conditions violate no Divine 
Fundamentals, they are innocent , 
and perhaps alſo may be expedient; 
but it the Divine lenures be broken 
down by them, no Man can ab- 
ſolve them; and therefore when 
Laws of dubious or ſufpicious Ac- 
ceptation ( as to Form of Words ) 
are ſtrained, or perverted from the 
firit fair Proſpects and Intentions of 
their Legiſlators to ull and oppreſ 
ſive Purpoſes, as we cannot but 
abominate ſuch perverſions , ſo we 
cannot mignifie the Laws, that under 
ſuch defiriencies may be wreſted 
the oppoiing to the doing 


evil; 
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evil; in which caſe, tho' there is 
no reaſon to deſire a total abolition, 
yet Religion will force a Man to 


with for a temper and ſecure Cor- 
rectio 


And thus you have the intimate 
Senſe and Soul herein, ct the meancſt 
ot Gods Miniſters, in the Service of ky, 
Gods Church 5; who (kind, bur un- 
known, Sir) is alſo particularly
